BERKELEY, June 17 —When shown 


a report from Fresno relative to a new- 
pest that has taken possession of the 
Great Western Vineyard, near Reed- 
ley, Professor E. J. Wickson, director 
of the Department of Agriculture at 
the State University, says: 


"The pest described as working ruin 


to grape vines near Recilley is not a 
new mvarlpr. Almost as soon as grape 
vines were planted in that district this 
formidable caterpillar, which finds its 
sustenance upon a number of native 
weeds, took itself to tho grape vines, 
and as earlv as 1SS5 multiplied to Biich 
an extent that not less than 500 men 
were employed at onn time in killing- 
these worms in the Barton vineyard. It 
is impracticable to poison the worm's, 
because they are such voracious feed- 
ers and theie are so many of them that 
even though the foliage were poison- 
ed it \vould be eaten and the vine in- 
jured before many were killed. 


STRIKE BY TURKEYS. 


"An experiment .was 
made in de- 


stroying tho insects with Jlocks of tur- 
keys, which we^-o gathered from long 
distances, but the supplv of 
wormb 


exceeded the 
turkeys' appetites and 


they struck after a short engagement. 
Then men 
were gathered 
up, either 


picking oft the worms and 
crushing 


them, or snipping them with scissors 
which they carried for that purpose. 


"The parent of this 
worm is the 


common sphinx or humming bird moth 
which nutters around garden flowers 
in the dusk of the evening and is often 
taken for the humming blrl. 
As the 


dispatch states, the samo worm eats 
tobacco and tomatoas, and 'worming 
tobacco' is a regular occupation in the 
tobacco districts. 
Fortunately 
there 


does not have to be a regular 'worm- 
ing' of the grape vines, because, ow- 
ing- to natural enemies of these cater- 
pillars, or some othei- cause, it is only 
occasionally that 
they jise to 
great 


abundance and do the injury 
which 


the Fresno dispatch describes. 
It is 


not new and its injury is confined to 
special places where it happens to be- 
come from time to time abundant, and 
it is so large that it cannot be counted 
an insidious or dangerous enemy."

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HE INTENSE eagerness displayed to force ScHmitz 
into actual confinement in the County Jail in advance 
pf sentence and before he has had an opportunity to 


apply to a higher court for admission to bail pending appeal, 
10 in marked contrast to {lie solicitude ipanifested for Abe Huef. 
Mr. Langdon and Mr. Heney have gone to considerable pains to 
keep Buef out of the County Jail. Instead of handing him 
orer the Sheriff and commanding that official to doom's duty 
under penalty of removal from office, as was done in the case of 
8chmit4 the court was asked to appoint a special guardian 
who would keep him from contact from prison walls and the 
companionship of ordinary criminals While Schmitz has 
been compelled to go to jail, Kuef is being treated very much 
as a favored guest in a private house. 


District Attorney Langdon says he feels sympathy for 


Schmitz, but the law requires all to be treated alike. Have 
Ruef and Schmitz been treated alike since their conviction? 
Buef has pleaded guilty and has forfeited his right to appeal. 
Schmitz has been convicted but announces his intention to ap- 
peal. The same authority that protects Ruef from the humil- 
iation of confinement in jail has employed all the means at its 
command'to force Schmitz into prison captivity.

However guilty Schmitz may be, the severity displayed to- 


ward him as compared with the favoritism shown Kuef is bound 
to create a disagreeable impression. It is not disguised that 
the object of forcing Schmitz into actual durance in the County 
Jail is to allow the filthy boodler Gallagher to exercise the func- 
tions of mayor as proxy for the man behind. 
This sort 


of government may be deemed necessary if not desirable under 
existing circumstances, but justice will indeed be blind if she 


does not blink in dismay at Gallagher sitting in the high place of 
authority without fear of punishment for his crimes and Buef 


playing the part of a star boarder at a cost of $50 a day to 
the taxpayers, while Schmitz languishes in jail.

College Athletics and Graduation. 


Sixty-five students have been dropped at Stanford University 


during the past semester, and seventeen others have been placed 
on probation. This record does not include the law department 
which, it is asserted, is likely to add ten more to the list of collegian 
failures. 


It is only a few days since* D, D. Sales, the athletic manager of 


the student body, who was regarded as a brilliant student and a can- 
didate for honors in the law school, was given the choice by the 
scholarship 
committee 
of 
the 
faculty 
of 
either 
retiring 


from the office he held or to drop out of college. He dropped out 
of college, and it is said that he contemplates entering Harvard law 
school in the fall. Sales has, however, been barred from graduation 
from Stanford by an over-attention to college athletics, which inter- 
fered to such Jin extent with his legitimate college work that he could 
not keep pace with his classmates and reach the college standard of 
excellence when it came to the examinations which determined the 
right of the student to his parchment. 


Both of the big universities of this State have had to drop a long 


list of incompetents from the roll of students annually. The chief 
cause of failure has not been mental incapacity to learn that which 
the universities teach, bitt in many, if not in most cases, to an over- 
devotion to those more strenuous college sports which demand a 
large part of the student's time and draw on his physical and mental 
energy to the disadvantage of his intellectual training and 
the 


culture of his mind. Snedigar, the great fullback of the Berkeley 
football team and the pride of his fellow students during the last 
years of the toleration of the intercollegiate game by the faculties 
of California and Stanford universities, fell by the wayside when the 
examinations for class advancement approached, and dropped out 
of his class before the fatal day dawned which would expose his 
educational incompetency. It then developed that Snedigar had 
never entered college with the expectation of graduating, but simply 
to become a member of the intercollegiate football team. Doubtless 
there have been others who have done the same thing and ex- 
perienced the same result. 


These instances prove conclusively that college athletics as 


cultivated have a tendency to subordinate the true object of univer- 
sity education to another purpose entirely foreign to it, and that 
matters have reached a point where it is necessary to put down the 
brakes. A recent writer pointed out the fact that a considerable 
number of college graduates adopted baseball as their profession 
after graduation. College education on such, men is wasted. The 
only purpose college athletics have in college life is to 
1 tone up the 


student's body and thus fit him all the better for the exercise of his 
mental faculties in his pursuit of that knowledge for which the uni- 
versity has been created for his benefit. It is evident from the nu- 
merous failures in examinations that college athletics are taking too 
prominent a part in college life and arc negativing in a large degree 
the object for which universities are organized and 
maintained. 


{Whenever a university student evinces an excess of zeal for any 
kind of sport it should be suppressed or he should be dropped. The 
university is not the place for him.

A. O. Leuschner, director of the stu- 
dents' observatory, is out of the city, 
and there has been no report made 
on the big sun spot reported by the 
Rev. 
L. R. Hicks, the famous astron- 


omer of St. Loouis. 
One of the as- 
sistants at the university observatory, 
however, stated this morning the spot 
had been sighted Friday morning, and 
it was the biggest one that had been 
seen for a long time, fts- shape had 
not been especially looked Into, but 
the fact that It was a big spot had 
been noticed, and its 
development 
and consequent effect on the earths 
climate would be watched. 
The spot showed that the sun was 


in a terrific eruption, and stormn may 
be looked for in the earth's storm 
area. It la stated at the students ob- 
servatory that reports are not made 
from this point relative to these spots 
hence none was made up at this time, 
although according 
to

Hicks, 
this 
observatory 


found the spot a clay or two ahead or 
the St. Lcmls astronomer. 


PEAKS BIG STORMS. 


The Pt Louis telegraphic report on 


the spot-Is as follows: 


"A sun spot, announced to be the 


largest discovered In many years, has 
been found on the ast line of O]d Sol 
by the Hev. 1. R. Hicks, the famous 
-istronomerl of this city, who predict- 
ed the Qalveston tidal 
wave, 
St. 


Louis cyclone and the recent tornado 
and hailstorms. 
The spot was first 


discovered last Saturday morning and 
was then some distance from the east 
ine. 
The sun appeared to be In a 


state of terrtflc eniption, the lines 
nhowlns an area which seems to be 
under a tornado-Hke whirl. The spot 
Is easily discerned by the naked eye 
through a piece of colored glass. The 
big spot, the top of which is heart- 
shaped, Is dangerous, according 
to 


Mr. Hicks, who says that throughout 
the Htorm area of the United States 
the public may look for terrific elec- 
tric storms, accoVnpanled 
by 
high 


winds. 
These will rench the country 


between Wednesday and Friday, when 
the spot crosses the meridian of the

spot will be discernible to 


pelple In this country until next Sat- 
urday. 
If It Is strong 
enough 
to 


brave the rotation of the sun it will 
again appear about twelve days from 
next Saturday and again cause At- 
mospheric disturbances."

For delicious marbled cookies cream 


one cupful of tmtter and two cupfuls 
of sugar. Add four well-beaten eggs, 
then three scant cupfuls of flour sift- 
ed, with two heaping teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder.
